Still a Cattle Country. 
Miles City Journal.] 

Semi-occasionally the enterpris- 
ing reporter for Eastern papers 
rounds-up one of that class of so- 
called cowmen who seem to delight 
in hearing themselves talk and get- 
ting their names in the paper, and 
secures a large amount of informa- 
tion (?) concerning the cattle busi- 
ness in the northwest, and Montana 
in particular, which is published as 
an interview with “one who knows 
all about it.” If these parties would 
confine themselves to the truth and 
not try to rival Eli Perkins, there 
would be no cause for a protest, 
but they don’t. They tell the re- 
porter that Montana is “done up” 
as a cattle country; that all the men 
who have been engaged in the bus- 
iness during the past years have 
thrown up the sponge and are 
quitting the country; that the losses 
of last Winter wound up the range 
industry in Montana, and all those 
who were not completely wiped 
out are closing up their affairs as 
rapidly as possible. They also 
state that no more Texas cattle will 
be driven to Montana, as last Win- 
ter’s losses proved conclusively 
that to try and Winter Southern 
cattle in this cold climate was a 
very hazardous undertaking. That 
sort of talk is read and probably 
believed by people who have no 
means of getting other informa- 
tion on the subject as about all that 
appears in the Eastern papers con- 
cerning our country is of the same 
tenor. 

Montana is not “done up” 
cattle country, as thelarge number | 
of beeves that have been shipped 
to the Eastern markets this season 
bear evidence. She is still the best 
maturing ground in all the range 
country, as everyone knows who 
has given the matter any investiga- 
tion; the beef from our grass-fed 
cattle producing the choicest of 
fine, juicy steaks. As to cattlemen 


the business, there have been no 
more changes than formerly. Some 
few have sold out, but their places 
have been taken by others who 
know our country and have faith 
in the future of the range industry. 
That no more Texas cattle will be 
driven to our ranges, is enough to 
make a Texas steer smile with con- 
tempt. Large numbers have been 
driven in this season and next will 
probably see a much larger num- 
ber. To be sure there were a great 
many Texas cattle that succumbed 
to the rigors of last Winter, but 
circumstances under which they 
came in will probably not be met 
with soon again, if ever. The cat- 
tle came to our ranges late, in an 
impoverished condition, starved 
and sore from the long drive, and 
were turned upon ranges that were 
already overstocked, and feed be- 
ing short from the long Summer’s 
drouth, would not have properly 
supported them if we had had a 
mild Winter. The unprecedented 
severity of last Winter of course 
did not help matters and a great 
many perished. The ranges this 
Fall are in prime condition, feed in 
abundance, and the cattle are ina 
decidedly better shape to enter the 
Winter than they have been for 
several years. The future of the 
range caitle industry in Montana 
was never more promising, and 
with a mild Winter before us, as 
indications go to prove, we shall 
be able to show to the croakers 


cattle country.

people of Reno are now more gen- 


erally patronizing home merchants 
than was the rule in past years,and 
are giving th Dee of Sacramento and 
San Francisco the go-by. In former 
years all luxuries, aud many of the 
necessaries of life, were purchased 
below; the result was that Reno 


simply existed, dragged along, and 


the merchants put in their idle 
hours, and they were many,dream- 
ing of the good time to come. Tne 
merchants themselves all fell iuto 
the same net, aud iostead of the 
people of the town doing a recip- 
rocal business, their hard-earned 
dollars were seut below to swell the 
coffers of merchants who had no in- 
terest in the towu, and simply knew 
it as a railroad station ou the line 
of the Central Pacific. Now, hap- 
pily, our people have awakened to 
the fact that im order to make a 
town prosperous home merchants 
must be patronized aud all indus- 
tries encouraged. 

The result of this reciprocity is to 
be seen in the numerous pew 
buildings which dot the town, the 
well-stocked stores, and the genera! 
air of prosperity which has taken 


the place of the dreary gloom under 


which Reno rested jor so mauy 
Fears. The change has been a 
pleasitig one, avd residents now 
look upon Reno as a pleasant place 
to live, a desirable towu in which 
to settle, and its reputation is grad- 
ually increasing abroad, an asser- 
tion. which is borne out by the 
muny newcomers the past year. 
Patronizing home merchaut and 
industries has brought about this 
bappy state of affairs, and Reno 
will continue, as the years roll by, 
to iucrease in prosperity, if the 
practice is kept up. Patronize 
home industries!“ should be the 


slogan of the people of Reno.

The Senate in Session. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The galleries 
of both the Senate and House were 
packed with visitors to-day to witness 
the opsning of Congress. 

Mrs. Cleveland and group of lady 
friends occupied the seats reserved for 
the Presidential family in the Senate 


gallery. 

The ceremony of administering oaths 
of office to the newly-elected mem- 
bers was proveeded with, such Senators 
being in parties of four and in alpha- 
betical order. The first four Senators 
thas called and sworn (in all cases 
with uplifted bands, and not on the 
Bible), were Aldiich, Bate, Blodgett 
and Chandler. She second four were 
Cockrell, Daniel, Davis and Dawes. 
The third four called were Edmunds, 
Faulkner, George and Gormaa. 

Hoar objected for the time being to 
administering the oath of office to 
Faulkner. He said he understood 


that whatever questions arose con- 
cerning the title of that gentleman to 
a seat arose on the credentials them- 
selves, the whole proceedings of the 
Legislature and history of the case 
beiug disclosed and fully understood. 
Assuming iu accordance with the 
usages of the Senate, that he bimself 
was a member of the Committee on 
Privileges aud Elections, he gave as 
surances thatthe question should be 
dealt with at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, so that the gentleman if entitied 
to a seat, should bo able to enter upoa 
the discharge of his duties as a Sena- 
tor. 

McKenna said the course suggested 
seemed eminently appropriates, aud he 
trusted action would be taken without 
che formality of a vote.

might please to make.

Editor Gazette—S1n: In Satur- 
‘day’s issue of your paper you refer 
to a difference of opinion of two of 
the Regents, as to the expediency 
of changing the course of the large 
water ditch, which now runs in 
front of the Uuiversiiy building, at 

a distance of nearly one hundred 

yards from the front steps. It is 

proposed to change the course 
of the ditch by cutting through 

a peniosula at a cost of not 

to exceed $300, so as to permit 

opening a road on the westeily ap- 
proach to the University, by an 
easy grade, such as now leads to it 
ou the east side. Another plan is 
to carry the dit h across the grounds 
one hundred yards or more to the 
rear of the University. This latter 
plan will ost not less than $2,500 


over eight hundred feet, across a 
ridge most of the way, and the 
ditch will average twenty feet deep, 
and would be fully twenty feet wide 
at the top and fifteen fee: wide on 
the bottom, aud would require to be 


walled up with masonry and coy- 
ered with soil, on a level with te 
general slope of tue land, or the 
beautiful grounds in the rear would 
be divided and disfigured, and al- 
most totally destroyed for the pur- 
poses for which they were purchas- 


ed. 

The funds will not permit of such 
an outlay, and if at all desirable, it 
gau profitably be left to the future. 
o far as openiug Lake street, 
which approaches the University 
directly in front, is concerved, it is 
merely a matter of appearauce or 
ornament, aud isin no case a mat- 
ter of necessity, and will in due 
time be attended to. If the ditch 
in the rear could be opened and cov- 
ered for $1,000, I should not hesitate 
tw concur in the scheme, but be- 
cause we cannot afford to do that 
it is no reasow why the next best 
thing should not te « one.

The 
soil in which these graves are sit- 
uated is not loose gravel and sand, 
as has been stated, but, on the con- 
trary, is a tough, brown, clayey 
earth, mixed with gravel, and is 
almost impervious to water and the 
gasses, in proof of which it is 
known that the soil in adjacent 
fields ie the most fertile and pro- 
ductive in the vicinity of Reuo, re- 
quiring le s water per acre for irri- 
gation than any land lu the State 
that is cultivate. by means of irri- 
gation.

theaters. A barmaid must be young 
and attractive. She is required to 
dress in a black cashmere or French 
merino princess robe, so as to be 
distinguished from the mistress—a 
London tavern, like an American 
farm, must have a mistress—who 
generally appears behind the bar in 
the gaudiest colors, and above all to 
— rivalry in dress between the 
armaids themselves, and therefore 
to lessen the temptation of dipping 
their aands in the till. The dress, 
too, it may be mentioned, must be 
made without pockets, which I 
should think must prove a great 
hardship, especially in this climate, 
where one is subject to colds in the 
head. They must, moreover, be in- 
telligent to the extent of at least en- 
gaging the customers of the masher“ 
type in conversation, and of leading 
them on to spend a great deal of their 
time and money at the bars. It is, 
however, a mark against a barmaid if 
she devotes herself toc exclusively to 
one or two persons. This is not con- 
ducive to trade. Her policy is, 
therefore, to talk a little to every one, 
and, having to serve all and sundry 
as they come up to the bar, she is 
able to pass from one to another with- 
out giving apparent offense. In this 
way a barmaid picks up a great deal 
@ surface knowledge, and, in many 
instances, becomes really smart and 
accom plished far beyond her station 
in life. 

But she is by no means the slave 
Let any one, espe- 
cially a stranger, attempt familiari- 
ties with her, or address language to 
her, which, according to her lights, 
she considers as unbecoming a gen- 
tleman, she will have that person up 
before the master or mistress at 
once, or call into instant requisition 
the services of the ‘‘ chucker-out.”’ 
Of course she must necessarily over- 
hear a great deal that is not fit for 
ears polite, but so long as it is not ad- 
dressed to her and the person using 
it does not make a disturbance, that 
is none of her business, and though 
obliged to serve the low types of 
character above decribed, it is not 
expected of her, however, that she 
shall hold any conversation with 
them further than the transaction she 
has with any of their demands. Itis 
a barmaid’s ambition to be promoted 
from the Bill Sykes side of the bar to 
that of the masher. Here she is in 
her element. She can listen to silly 
nothings by the hour from a dozen of 
nonentities, her object evidently be- 
ing to keep as many as possible of 
what she calls her customers on the 
tenter-hooks. See her in the evening, 
if she is atall attractive; she is a per- 
fect flower rot, because of bouton- 
aires and bouquets that have been 
presented her during the day by ber“ 
numerous admirers. Yet her life 
cannot. be all a bed of roses. She is 
required to be on her feet fifteen bours 
a day every day in the week; she 
must live on the premises, and she 
is only allowed to go out one day in 
four or five weeks; she is bearded te 
her employer, and receives for wages, 
with which she must clothe herself 
and always appear respectable, on an 
average of about £2 a week.—{Lon- 
don Corr. Troy Times. 


How to Pick a Persian Rug. 


Since Oriental rugs have become 
such desirable substitutes for carpets 
in rooms where they are appropriate, 
it is quite necessary for the purchaser 
to be up“ a little in the quality and 
texture. The rug slould be closel 
woven, thick, and yet pliable, wit 
designs in geometrical figures. 
broken squares, intersected circles, 
ara besques, and other odd Persian 
devices. The usual colors are reds, 
blues, browns, greens, yellows, black 
and grayish white, tertiary shades 
seldom appearing. In selecting a 
rug, avoid carefully all Japanese 
bric-a-brac figures or great bouquets 
of flowers on a white ground, as these 
are never seen in true Persian or 
other Asiatic work. Do not be 
alarmed if the principle filling dis- 
plays two or more shades, for it fre- 
quently happens to the primitive 
weavers to use up all one color and 
finish with as good a match as - 
sible, since it takes years to complete 
the dving of the wool, and cannot 
therefore be easily replenished. 
This is the reason why Oriental rugs 
retain their tints through so many 
generations. The French, English, 
and American wools are dyed almost 
instantaneously and woven into rugs 
by machinery, and, althoygh very 
good for their kind, are not Wr a mo- 
ment to be compared to the true 
hand-made Asiatic varieties. 


How Cyrus Field Dees Business. 


Most people have an idea that 
Cyrus W. Field is a rich stock opera- 
tor. This idea has been made more 
general of late by his great efforts to 
advance Manhattan. Field is not an 
active speculator at all. His plan is 
entirely different from Gould’s. He 
buys a lot of stock outright, and then 
booms it to sell it outright. I do not 
think he has ever been a bear in the 
ordinary sense. He has not madea 
practice of selling stocks short to 
secure the profits of that side of the 
market. e has, however, been 
known to employ means to depress 
the price in order to buy a stock and 
then hold it for a su uent rise.
